"Washington, Feb. 24.—The topic of 


chief interest In senatorial circles, and 
In, fact everywhere in official Wash- 
ington, w$s the fight in the senate be- 
tween Senators Tiilman and McLauria 
of South Carolina. There have been 
a mim-ber of conferences among sena- 
tors as to what should be <lon« to pre- 
serve the dignity of the senat« and to 
manifest its sentiment with reference 
to the two, senators who violated its 
traditions. While no plan of proced- 
ure has been agreed upon, It is learned 
that there wii! !>» vary deliberate ac- 
tion, and it is s«!d to be more than 
likely that It will be not less than 30 
days before the South Carolina sena- 
tors are restored to their full power 
as senators, this deliberation oa their 
case being in the nature of a punish- 
ment, since they will not be allowed 
to addTess the senate or vote uatil ao 
longer in contempt of the senate.

Af-ceralag: to agreement heretofore

There is, however, 
some impatience on the part of the 
frieiida of the ship subsidy bill over 
the present arrangement, and if the 
irrigation bill should consume a great 
deal ot time there may be an effort to 
displace it. 
All will depend on the 


action of the Republican steering com- 
mittee. 
The bill making appropria- 


tions for congress and the different

•week, and probably will be taken up 
for action tiie next day after it is re- 
ported. On. Thursday the senate will 
unite with the house in the ceremo- 
nies in honor of tlir: memory of Presi- 
dent McKinley.

The .couple had became engaged 


last Tuesday, and the young man. at 
one" began demands that the. father, 
a retired merchant and inventor, fur- 
nish money to start the couple in 
housekeeping. The demands were so 
large and persistent that the paternal 
consent to the proposed union was 
•withdrawn. When he was dismissed 
Child-rose vowed to kill the whole fam- 
ily, ant! the tragedy followed. 


HONEYMOON

States geological survey

issue a "Gazetteer of Cuba." 
It says 


the mineral resources, so far a>: de- 
veloped, consist almost entirely of 
hematite ore, which has been mbie<l 
for many years a fc-w milts fast of 
Santiago. Nearly all the orp. wnicft 
contains about 6i! per cent of iron, is 
shipped to the United States. Asphalt- 
urn lias Leen found in several places. 
In 1SSU there were C0.711 farms, with, 
an average size o. 143 acres and an 
a-cer-age cultivated area of 1^ -acres. 
Matanzas and Habana provinces are 
the most highly cultivated parts of 
the island. Of the cultivated area less 
than 50 per cent was owned by its 
occupants. Sugar cane occupies 47 
per -cent of the cultivated lands. There 
were in Cuba in 1S9!>, 207 sugar r.iilis 
or centrals, producing daily 61.407 
ba-gs of sugar. 
There were also S3 


stills with,a daily capacity of liU.Vui 
gallons. For transportation the island 
depends on very poor wagon roads 
and 1,100 miles of railways.

Over one Innu'red men are thrown out 
of employment, most of the tools be- 
ir>ji»iiig to the* BsO'ilder* ivive been 
lost and the most serious feature oi 
Uie 'sUsa/ster is the possibility that the 
plant may not bo rebuilt in Lima. The 
monetary loss suffered by the ct:m- 
I any'is estimated at $100000 ar'l 'the 
entire plant was 
only ins'ireii 
for 


120,000. The office building', which was 
saved, contained a large portion of the 
patterns but many were ia the foun- 
dry and were destroyed. At the time 
when the fire department reached the 
scene the flames had gained consider- 
able headway.- but had the water pres- 
sure and supply been what a city Mice 
Lima should have, most of the struc- 
ture and its contents would have been 
saved. Never was the necessity of a 
more adequate water supply more dis- 
astrously demonstrated than it was in 
tills fire.

FROM A GAS E N G I N E 


Th; Fire Seemed to Originate and it 


Spread Very Rapidly. 


The men of the ni^hi. force were at 


work in the plant whei: the lire stnrt- 
•id and the iiame'S spi'eau so rapidly 
lhat some of thtin did not succeed in 
securing all of their effects before be- 
ing driven out by the bent and smoke. 
The fire seemed to have started ti-om a 
new gas engine that had just been put 
in and had been m openH'rm only one- 
day. Some of the men are of the 
opinion that a niaatir.y of gas accumu- 
lated at the point where it was ir.- 
tendcd to constantly explode and that 
when it did become ignited, it carried 
tlw flames so far that they ignited the 
woodwork at several .points near the 
engine. 
Whssts the workmen discover- 


ed the lire it had already gained 
a 


good start and was spreading with re- 
marka.ble rapidity. On account of the 
constant teat in the biiildinc'. the 
woodwork was a!! as dry us tinder and 
made excellent food fi,r tne flames. 
The men rushed to the linos ot hose 
that were kept in the 
buiMing but 


found them disconnected find before 
they could be put irto action the fire 
had gained too much 
head-vay 
for 


them to be effective against it. An 
alarm was t'.irnurt in to the fire depart- 
ment from nox 412. directly acrcss the 
street from tlie plant, and the south 
sid.e department was 
soc-n 
on 
the 


srene. Chief Coats arrived with the 
ladder truck crew from; the central 
station and immediately turned in a 
second alarm calling out the central 
and north side departments. He also 
called up the engineer at the water 
works station and palled fur more 
water pressure but was infcrmort that 
all the pressure that it was possible 
to give :vas already on. J. 1). S. 
Neely, one of the odice-:' o£ tiv? s'eri 
casting: company, soou arrived at the 
scene and to him chief Coats? stated 
that be could press the steamer into 
service and by applying its force to 
;he water main, could ;ncrea-e the 
pressure- of the streams of water for 
a short time but stated that the supply 
of water would soon -be reduced 
in 


the main and then the pressure would 
become lower than before. It was de- 
cided advisable to use the water with 
such, pressure as could foe given at the 
water works station and .devote the 
efforts of the firemen to prevent the 
llarnes from spreading to the oil tank 
at the northwest corner of the plant 
and other 
adjoinlDK property. An- 


other small oi! tank was located in the 
north end of the foundry department, 


• The officials of the water works de- 
partment are inclined to criticise the 
fire department for not calling the 
steamer into service. They claim that 
it has always been known that heavy. 
pressure could not be Driven at that 
point because the hydrant to which 
the lines of hose were attached is at 
a "dead" end of one of the mains and 
has forty miles of pipe between it and 
the pumping station. It is also claim- 
ed by some that the entire plant was 
doomed wht-u the department arrived 
on the ground but this is denied by 
many who were earl;- on the scene 
and who state that with good water 
pressure the fire could have been 
headed off in time to save the new 
electrical crane and much 
ot: the 


other machinery ami most of the pat- 
terns that wer? ia the foundry. It is 
also thought that the fire could have 
been, sub<K:e;i iii rime to have pre- 
vented the t,il tark abo\-e the fur- 
nace from f.iilins and adding fuel to 
the flames in the north end of the 
building, huil there been more water 
prijsstir". 


HEAVY LOSS 


Occasioned by the Destruction of the 


Plant's New Machinery. 


The steel works were, just prior to 


their destruction last 
night, 
better 


equipped for operation than they had 
ever been before. The company had 
very recently spent fortv-five thousand 
dollars in :ie-v machinery. Including 
an electrical crai«?, a big dynamo and 
a new g-is engine. Both the new and 
the old crane fell within halt an hour 
after tlie fire started 
and they are 


practically ruined. The entire build- 
ing', which 
wa'' 
(-onstr.icted 
with 


heavy timbers and eorrogater iron, is 
a total wreck and the plant , if re- 
built, will have to be entirely recon- 
structed. 


The officers and members of 
the 


company 
not yet decided whether 


or not the plant will be rebuilt, and if 
it is re-established whether or not it 
will be. built in Lima. It was remark- 
ed by one of the officers of the com- 
pany this morning that the 
water 


furnished by this city is so poor for 
mt-chanical purposes that it is a 
serious drawback to manufacturing 
enterprises. The directors of the cor- 
poration will probably meet late this 
atternodn or this evening. 


On behalf of the water works de- 


partment it may fce truthfully said 
that Lima 5s better eq'iipried and &un- 
plied with water at the present time 
than some of her sister cities. Fort 
Wayne and Crestline are in greater 
danger of a water famine than this 
city and the P. Ft. W. & C- railroad 
company finds it extremely diflio.ult to 
secure water enough to supply its loco- 
motives along the line. 


As was the case when the steel 


works were destroyed by fire on a 
previous occasion the flames spread 
throughout the entire stru&iure with 
remarkable rapidity last, night. The 
men who were at work at the plant 
state that the fire shot 
along the 


heavy timbers of this structure as if 
they had all been composed of dry 
tinder and it is believed that had 
chief Coates called for a steamer the 
building: wpuhl have been in ruins be- 
fore the steamer could 
have been 


placed in operation.
